‘‘You are advised, and the information should remain secret, that 
in all probability a representative Bulgarian group (battalion) will 
be formed, which will eymbolically take part in the struggle against / 
Communism aa a battalion of the European Army* 

■The formation of this battalion would probably not take place 
soon, beoauee the armies of the Allied states and the German army 
muet be organized first. Nevertheless we must get ready. Our sup- 
porters should be questioned and a list be prepared who of them wish 
to take part.
